Various Railroad Stocks Affected, claim of $1,050, being the amount alleged to 


be due by complaintant for exercising the 
oo of a water company from. the 20th 

ay of March 1887, to the 29th day of March 
Isss. The petitioner alleges that said tax’ is 
not dué nor owing, and the clerk in issuing 
said warrant acted wholly without warrant or 
authority of law. 

The petitioner cites sections of the charter 
showing that, as a municipal corporation, it has 
authority to operate a waterworks for the pre- 
vention and extinguishment of fires, etc., and 
their waterworks is no sense a private enter- 
prise operated for pecuniary gain or profit; 
that the meaning of this act is to assess: water 
companies owned and operated by private in- 
dividuals or private corporations for profit or 
gain, and does not refer either in terms or by 
implication, to cities or towns owning or oper- 
ating water works of their own forthe general 
public convenience. That the said act, under 
which the tax is sought to be collected, 
is unconstitutional because it discriminates 
against water companies operating in cities 
and taxing districts of 40,000 inhabitants,and 
levies no taxes upon the privileges in other 
towns, cities and taxing districts of a less num- 
ber of inhabitants. The petitioner also alleges 
that the distress warrant complained of is void 
on its faco as it appears that the sum to be 
collected is $1,050, when the amount assessed 
by actof the general assembly is only $600; 
and further the warrant does not specify 
whether the tax is due to the state or county.

Joseph*Chamberlain Defines His 


Position.

WILL STAND BY THE CONSERVATIVES 


Although He Thinks They Did Wrong in 
Proclaiming the League—The News 
from Germany and Elsewhere. 


Lonypon, August 20.—Joseph Chambertain, 
made aspeech at Birmingham tonight. He 
dwelt upon the waste of the greater part of the 
session by the obstruetionists ou the crimes 
bill, and-said : 

This legisiation has been, in my judgment, 
greatly misreppesented. I regard that such abil is 
necessary for any part of the kingdom, but the act 
was, in my judgment, intended to protect our Irish 
fellow-subjects. Ide not believe it Jas given a 
moment's apprehension to any loya? subject or 
Irishmen who does not desire outrage or is not 
willing to see it. [Applause.] 

O wr experience, 89 far as it has gone, justifies the 

overnment’s pulley which we supported. I admit 
that crime and outrage are less than for many years 
ast, but why is this? It because those who stimu- 
ated disorder and anarchy and winked at outrage 
have discovered that the law is strongest and that 
future law breakers must pay the penalty of their 
misdeeds, I regret that the government tiave rrTo- 
claimed the league. I will net blame the govern- 
ment severely, but think they were mistaken, 
though I and others who acted with me, are preclp- 
ded from con lemning the proclamation in strong 
language. {Cheers,] 

When the government asued for these powers we 
a.:reed to give them and new if they considerit ab- 
solutely unnecessary to use them that doubtless is 
the last recourse, but it is for their discretion not 
ours. As a matter of principle, lL think it was right 
for the government to have these powers in order to 
hold them in reserve, but as a matter of policy, I 
regret that the government has thought it necessary 
to use them at the present time. 

Mr. Chamberlain dwelt upon the absence of 
crime in most of the districts of Ireland. 

We are told that in some districts the league is 
still paramount, tyrannizing over|.the minority in 
districts in which its authority prevails; but It Link 
the other clauses of the coerce 01 bill are quite suf- 
ficient to allow the government to deal with isola- 
ted cases. The clause enabling stipendiary magis- 
trates to inflictt the maximum punishment of six 
months’ imprisonmenttat hard labor upon persons 
found guilty of boycotting and for other offenses 
under the a*t is sufficient to meet any emergency 
which has arisen. [Cries of “hear, hear.’’] 

Iam afraid that the course the government hes 
pursued will lead them into the gravest difficulties 
and danger. An Irish landlord the other 
day asked me to useall my influence to prevent the 

roclamation of the league. I asked him why. 

‘he landlord replied: ‘“Because in my county, and 
in many other parts of Ireland, the league is rap- 
idly losing iisinfluence and becoming a laughing 
stock, and if leit alone it will sink into oblivion; 
but if the government proclaim it, it will revive 
and have a new lease of life and get renewed 
subscriptions from America jand elsewhere.” 

Mr. Chamberlain continued: 

The government is responsible, not we. If they 
think it improper to use the powers conferred upon 
them by the crimes act, ido not blame them, I 
admit that they were justified in disregarding over- 
adviee and in taking the course which they deemed 
it their duty to take, but I claim also for myself, 
and my colleagues, that we shall continue to oc- 
eupy the attitude we have hitherto adopted— 
independent ir.ends of the government. 
When we differ as now, we shall express our differ- 
ences in tl @ ususal way by our votes in the house of 
commons. 

I do not know whether you heard the report that 
I had resigned my connection with the dissident 
party. Lemensee. The statement is entirely un- 
authorized and absolutely without a shadow of 
foundation. [Cheers.] It is true thatI differ from 
the government on this one point, but lam prey ared 
to support their general policy, so far as in 
my judgment, it tends to maintain the union.

HONORS TO FERDINAND. 


Phillipolis Mluminated—Much Enthusiasm 
Over the Prince. 


Sorta, August 20 —Prince Ferdinand arriv- 
ed at Phillipolis, capital of East Roumelia, 
yesterday evening. He formally ieceived the 
offering of bread and salt from the municipal- 
iy and numerous addresses from the clergy. 
The city was gaily decorated and was bril- 
liantly illuminated after dark. The people re- 
ceived Ferdinand with much enthusiasm. 
None of the foreign consuls here have yet 
visited Prince Ferdinand. Germany has in- 
structed her consuls here not to consider him- 
self attached to the Bulgarian government. 
The German flag has been lowered frozii over 
the consulate. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 20.—Russia has, 
through {Marshal Chakir Pasha proposed to 
the sultan that Russia and Turkey jointly oc- 
cupy Eastern Roumelia and Bulgaria. The 
onus of Russia’s latest dispatch to the porte 
was to emphasize this proposal and Russia 
advised Kiamel Pasha, the Turkish prime min- 
ister, to take immediate and energetic action 
in view of the recent events in Bulgaria. To 
this Kiamel Pasha, replied that Turkey could 
not assent until she had learned the views of 
the other powers that are parties to the treaty 
of Berlin and that concerning the situation of 
affairs in Bulgaria the porte entertained no 
anxiety. Respecting the conduct of Prince 
Ferdinand in entering Bulgaria and accepting 
the popular demonstration in his behalf before 
the approval by the powers of his election to 
the throne, M. Vuloovitch had éxplained to 
the porte that the prince’s phrase ‘‘The inde- 
pendence and liberty of Bulgaria,’’ was only 
intended to please the Bulgarians and was not 
meant to imply a definite policy on the part of 
Prince Ferdinand, whose telegram to the sul- 
tan humbly declared that the prince was the 
sultan’s obedient vassal.

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 20.—It is reported 
that all the powers have acceded to the porte’s 
notice in regard to Bulgaria’s disapproval of 
Prince Ferdinand’s irregular action in taking 
possession of the Bulgarian throne. 


STANLEY LIVES. 


Letters From the Explorer—-Scaring the Na 
tives. 


Lonpvon, August 20.—In letters of Henry M. 
Stanley, written at Gambuva, near the rapids 
of Aruwum, June 19, the explorer says the na- 
tives evacuated the place upon the arrival of 
the expedition, owing to the fright produced 
by the vigorous blowing of the steamboat’s 
whistles. They returned afterward evincinga 
very amiable disposition, and promised to sup- 
ply the éxpedition with provisions. They in- 
formed Stanley that there were other rapids 
further up the riger, still more difficult of nay- 
igation, and that further progress by river 
would be impossible.

WASHINGTON, August 20.—The secretary of 
the treasury has received a report from the 
local board of steamboat inspectors at Norfolk 
in regard to the sinking of the steamer George 
Law in the Apotomax river on the second.

merely suspended the license for thirty day.

STONES OF AN EXTRAORDINARY {1ZE 


French PlateGlass Broken—A Printing Office 
Badly Pelted—Several Persons In- 
jured by the Hail. 


Atontsox, Kans., August 20.—The most 
terrific hailstorm that ever occurred’in this re- 
gion swept over this city at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. Hail measuring.9 and inches in cir- 
cumfrence fell. The wind was from the north 
and half the windows in the city on the north 
side of the houses were broken. The heavy 
French plate glass in the lowerstory of theDaily 
Champion building was struck by three large 
hailstones and broken into a hundred pieces. 

Twenty or-more heavy French plate win- 
dows along Commercial street were broken in 
a similar manner. Nearly every window on 
the north side of the Byram house was broken, 
and several handsome illuminated windows in 
the Baptist and Episcopal churches were de- 
stroyed. The loss in broken glass will aggre- 
gate four or five thousand dollars. Thestorm 
appears to have been general throughout 
northern Kansas. The cars on the Central 
branch of the Union Pacific and the Omaha 
extension of the Missouri Pacific had their 
windows on the north side broken by the hail. 
Passengers report the rain as very heavy. H. 
C. Patchen, a printer, was struck by one of the 
hail stones and the bridge of his nose flattened. 
His injuries are very severe. 


SHACKLEFORD’S FRIGHTFUL CRIME. 


A Father Who Brought Shame and Ruin on 
His Family. 


Cotumsra, 8. C., August 20.—[Special.]— 
A horrible story of incest and murder comes 
from Georgetown county. Adl|jthe parties con- 
cerned are poor white people. On Wednesday 
last the coroner was called upon to hold an in- 
quest over the dead body of a young child of 
Mary C. Shackleford, the unmarried daughter 
of William Simeon Shackleford and Mary E. 
Shackleford. The shocking story is best told 
by the evidence adduced at the coroner’s in- 
quest. 

. Mrs. Mary E. Shackleford, the grandmother 
of the dead child, testified substantially as fol- 
lows: 

“The deceased child is a little over three 
months old. Ithas been siok since last Fri- 
day. I think it had a chill, ané whenethe 
second one came onit died. I called no one 
to my assistance except the colored woman, 
who is in the house. William Simeon Shackle- 
ford is my husband. I have been married to 
him twenty-one years, but he has recently left 
me. Heis the father of the deceased child, 
and its mother is his and my daughter. The 
deceased is the second child my hus- 
band has had by our 
He destroyed the first one 
was born, as he came of a good family and did 
not want it disgraced. He knew that I was 
opposed to his actions, and I think that is why 
he left me. I dodo not know where he has 
gone. My daughter made complaint to me 
about my husband’s actions and I started to 
report the matter to a trial justice, but my 
heart would not allow me to do it. My hus- 
band at one time got plow lines and switches 


would not consent to his propositions. An- 
other time he got hisgun and threatened to 
use it if she did not give up to him. All of 
the above was done in my presence.” 

Miss Mary C. Shackleford, mother of the 
deceased child, testified as follows: 

‘“My child had very hot fevers a month ago, 
and commenced again on last Saturday, and 
had hot fevers ever since. I gaveit nearly a 
teaspoonful of oil yesterday morning, but was 
afraid to give it any other medicine, as I did 
not know what to give it. Had I known it 
was dangerously ill I would havegiven it some 
r medicine. I will be twenty years old in 
October next. The dea child’s  fa- 
ther is my father. I have never 
been married. I do not know where my father 
is, nor do I care.” 

The sheriff swore out a warrant for Shackle- 
ford’s arrest on a charge of incest and murder, 
and is makingall possible efforts to capture 
him. His whereabouts is unknown, but it is 
believed that he is hiding somewhere in the 
swamps, which abound in that section. All 
classes of the people are highly incensed and 
excited over the shocking affair, and do not at- 
tempt to conceal their determimation to take 
the law into theirown hands and hang the un- 
natural father to the nearest tree as soon as 
they can lay their hands upon him. 

Shackleford is a slightly-built man with a 
cadaverous face, sandy hair and almost red 
whiskers. He is about 40 years old, and is 
possessed of ordinary intelligence.

The board of trade has been aroused to the 
necessity of taking active measures in regard 
to the interests of the fair. 

At the meeting of the board of trade this 
evening President Northen delivered an ad- 
dress, offering some suggestions, all of which 
were adopted. 

A committee will be appointed to establish 
an inte)ligence office near the passenger depot 
@uring the fair to see to the entertainment of 
visitors. Another will be appointed to secure 
adequate railroad accommodations and to get 
@ track jaid to the park for transportation of 
the heavy freight. Another committee of 
five will zo before the city council Tuesday 
might to secure the erection of a building for 
the poultry show, backed by afavorable reso- 
Bution from the board of trade. 

The board of trade will also appoint a com- 
Miitee to solicit subscriptions from the people 
of Macon forthe purpose of advertising the 
state fair.

A VISIT TO A QUARRY IN FLOYD COUNTY 


What the Atlanta Marble Company is Do- 
ing—Half a Million Dollars’ Capital— 
A Kalilroad Being Built, Ete. 


From the Pome, Ga., Courier, 

Yesterday through the courtesy of Mr. Alex- 
ander Beck, superintendent of the Atlanta 
Marble company, a Courier representative vis- 
ited their quarry about nine miles from Rome. 
The road is excellent and “Maggie” isa fast 
animal, so that we soon arrived at our destina- 
tion. Whatis to be seen there will astonish 
every inhabitant in Floyd county. Below are 
given afew facts about the work. The com- 
pany started with the intention of spending 
$25,000 before getting any return. About half 
of this amount has already been expended. 
The raflroad from the quarry to the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad is to be 
broad gauge, and the company will own engine, 
cars, etc., pertaining to their railroads. The 
roal runs around the mountain side—in 
front of the mountain of marble—and 
then across a great Ich to the quarry, 
It is estimated to cost $10,000, and if no more 
it will be a wonder. The road is to be finished 
September 1. The Courier man saw a check 
for $1,100, which was paid the contractors for 
last week’s work. To climb up the hill where 
the marble is being cut from the mountainous 
mass is no easy task. The machinery and tools 
were carried up only at a great expense and 
with great toil. It will pay anyone to go and 
see with their own eyes the marvelous machin- 
ery that seems to possess brains, so accurately 
does it perform its duty. It is of the latest 
and most improved pattern. The channeling 
machinery is now eutting a block twenty feet 
long, twelve and a half feet wide and five feet 
in thickness. This is the beginning of their 
work, The men employed are the most skilled 
and experienced that can be procured. 

The Atlanta Marble company was chartered 
last spring in the city of Atlanta and is com- 
posed of citizens of that place. Not a cent of 
it is owned by a resident of Floyd county. The 
foilowing are the ofticers: ’. M. Lowry, 
—- CU, A. Collier, vice-president; J. R. 
Nutting, secretary; F. M. Collier, treasurer; 
A. Beck, superintendeut. The capital stock 
is $500,000. 

{n the afternoon the representative explored 
the hill, wishing to be convinced that it was a 
mountain of marble. Going down the slant to 
the railroad bed he walked for some distance 
along its winding course. Everywhere hoary 
headed boulders held up their heads proclaim- 
ing that their lower limbs were even of 
pure quality of the abundant stone. 

In ascending he could only pick his way by 
crawling on hands and knees, so precipitious 
was the outcrop. This was the way he got 
over prolific outcropping veins tothe mine, 
which is half way up the mountain side. Their 
surfaces were scoriated and marked with the 
water of many a passing rain. The erosion 
was great; for once these outcroppings were 
deeply buried in the earth’s bosom. Any one 
will be convinced that millions of tons of costly 
marble are in the mountain. 

The place was formerly: known as the Bobo 
marble quarry, and for twenty-five years its 
owner vainly endeavored to sellit. He could 
find no one who wished to purchase, until the 
Atlanta men heard ofit. They tested the 
massive pile with a diamond drill, taking a 
core for two hundred feet, first perpendicularly 
and then horizontally, through the mountain 
side. The result was highly satisfactory, and 
they paid every cent of the pitiful 
amount old man Bobo asked, and that was 
$2,700. The old man has since died, and 
_—_ lived tosee the wealthy realms devel- 
oped. 

The company. has already done great things 
for Floyd county. In the future they will a 
greater. They will saw and polish their mar- 
ble themselves, and will put up the works near 
the mine. They will make a magnificent dis- 
play at the Piedmont exposition. The richest 
gold or diamond mine ever known in the 
world’s history are insignificant to this gigan- 
tic, massive mountain of marble. All doubt- 
ing Thomases should examine for themselves. 
The small chunk, twenty feet long, mentioned 
above, is worth at the lowest calculation, 
$5,000. <A million blocks like it can be taken 
out.

> #£=WMr. Harre}l, of the house, objects to the

. First, that-it is unconstitutional, because 
| @helaw says, a system of common schools 
| hall be provided, and this being mandatory,

Under Mr. Harrell’s ruling, not a dollar 
could be given to the lunatic asylum, or to 
the deaf and dumb asylum until the man- 
date of the constitution had been carried 
out and a system of common schools estab- 
lished to which nothing could be added. 

Second, Mr, Harrell objects that this ts 
appropriating money for the sons of the 
rich, while the sons of the poor have noth- 
ing. The very contrary of this is true. The 
sons of the rich who goto the university 
seldom use the dormitories, but board in 
the city. The sons of the poor, asa rule, 
use the dormitories, make up their messes, 
and live cheaply in these rooms furnished 
without rent to them in the university. Mr. 
Harrell is strangely perverse in his state- 
ment that the poor boys do not profit by the 
university while the rich boys do. The his- 
tory of the state,and of the university, shows 
that the men who have achieved distinction 
after emerging, went there in butternut 
jeans, and usually had their way paid by 
some one outside of their own family. An 
observer at commencement will see that the 
boys who win distinction in the classes, as 
arule, are the sons of poor men, who are 
barely able to get enough together to send 
their sons to college. Many of the distin- 
guished students of the past year are sent 
to college by friends, and supported by 
friends while there, and have honored those 
friends by making fine records, and laying the 
basis of useful and illustrious lives. 

The appropriation asked for is not un- 
constitutional. It is absolutely necessary, 
and it is very low in amount. The univer- 
sity is not aschool for the rich, it is the 
school for the poor, and it is the only gift 
from the state by which the sons of the poor 
can get equal equipment for starting in the 
race of life with the son of the rich man. It 
was this university that gave Ben Hill and 
Alex Stephens, both poor boys, an equal 
start in life with the sons of the millionaires 


) of that day. . The legislature ought to vote 


the appropriation. - If it does. not do it, it 
will keep away from the university hun- 
dreds of poor young fellows, while its fail- 
ure to appropriate will not keep away a sin- 
gle son of a rich man.

Overdoing the Thing. 

Yesterday we quoted the comments of 
the Gainesville Eagle upon the Felton wine- 
room bill, showing that the bill, instead of 
placing the liquor traffic under greater re- 
straints, in reality turns it loose, giving it 
all the freedom that the liquor men could 
desire. 

If our contemporary’s construction of the 
bill is correct, Dr. Felton’s pet measure will 
become ncetorious as a conspicuous example 
of the evil of too much legislation. 
There is too much code-tinkering in 
this state. Before a goodlaw gets fairly 
into operation other acts are passed which 
have the effect of emasculating it, or throw- 
ing the whole business into such confusion 
as to make it obnoxious. It is said that ex- 
tremes meet, and it is true. 
and unreasonable anti-liquor Jaw means 
free liquor and nothing else. Before the 
wineroom bill was introduced the state was 
prohibition, with the exception of a few 
counties.. It was dangerous to attempt ad- 
ditional legislation, and the result may be 
injurious to public morals, 

In this connection the point is made by 
the Boston Herald that injudicious meth- 
ods of education are poisoning the minds of 
the children. The Herald says: 


The parties who are thrusting temperance tracts 
into the public schools under cover of teaching phys- 
iology to our boys and girls, are engaged in a doubt- 
ful expe:iment, which is more likely to producea 
crop of drunkards than anythingelse. Ata recent 
examination in the first year’s elementary teaching 
in physiology in one of our New England cities, the 
following questions were set down to be answered 
by younglets of eight or ten years of age: ‘‘How can 
itbe proved that nicotine is a poison? Why are 
cigarettes especially harmful? Is alcohol a food? 
What is the effect of disuse upon a muscle? Under 
what names is opium sold? Under what names is 
alcoho! drunk? Whatisthe difference between a 
food anda poison? Is anything gained by chang- 
ing from one narcotic to another? What is the effect 
of beer as a drink? How does cheerfulness help the 
muscies’’ Imagine these as test questions for chil- 
dren in physiology, and consider how much useful 
information and how much information which will 
set there children into various forms of deviltry, is 
involved in such suggestive questions, 

Here isan example of the evil of over- 
education that deserves to stand side by side 
with the example already given of the evil 
of over-legislation. 

The fact is, we try to rush our reforms 
through in too much of a hurry. We ignore 
the good old maxim: ‘‘Make haste slowly.”’ 


Genuine reform is a plant of slow growth; 


it does not burst into full bloom all at once. 
We cannot, in a few years, legislate people 
into saints nor educate infants into full- 
growh men and women 

Let us beware of the twin evils of this 
generation—too much legislation and too 
much education.

* Death of Professor Spencer F. Baird, 

A brief telegram in yesterday’s ConstTI- 
TUTION announced the death of Professor 
Spencer F. Baird, secretary of the Smith- 
sonian institution and United States Fish 
commission. 

This announcement was not unexpected. 
Professor Baird has been in failing health 
for a year past, and realized that he could 
not live long. He passed away full of years 
and honors. His death was the ending of a 
faithful life. 

Many years ago when the great Professor 
Henry began to grow feeble, Professor 
Baird was appointed as his assistant in 
the administration of the affairs of the 
Smithsonian institution. When Professor 
Henry died, Professor Baird was promoted 
to the secretaryship of the institution. His 
fine executive ability and his scientific 
attainments fitted him in an eminent de- 
gree for this high office. The Smith- 
sonian institution has been greatly ad- 
vanced, and its benefits have been widely 
diffused among the people by the labors of 
the late secretary. 

But the great work of Professor Baird 
was the establishment of the United States 
Fish commission. He did more than any 
other man has ever done in scientific fish 
culture. The fish commission was his 
pride and the object of his untiring devo 
tion. Jt is due to his skill and energy that 
the United States is far ahead of any other 


government in fish culture,

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Baird arranged the exhibit which won the’ 
magnificent trophy at the International Fish 
exhibit at Vienna several years ago. 

Ile was a singularly modegt man and de- 
preciated his own services, Among those 
who have been the most useful assistants of 
Prof. Baird in the work of the Fish Commis- 
sion, are Dr. McDonald, of Virginia, the 
inventor of the fish ladder, and Mr. Fergu- 
son, of Baltimore, who has invented several 
very valuable appliances for fish breeding,

eant bythe death of Professor Baird as the 
head of the Smithsonian Institution and the 
Fish Commission, He did his life-work 
well. He was one of those faithful, quiet 
men who by the application of their knowl- 
edge, confer benefits upon millions of their 
fellow-creatures. Such men are not the 
idols of the populace, Most of those who 
profit by their labors never think to whom 
they are indebted. But there is no fame 
purer than that which such a man achieves, 
Professor Baird will be remembered and 
honored when most of the noisy men of his 
time have gone to the eternal silence and 
left no trace of their lives in this world,

Southern Farmers and the Tariff, 

We have already alluded in these columns 
to the remarkable speech delivered by Gen- 
eral Miles, of Mississippi, before the Inter- 
state Farmers’ convention of this city. In- 
deed, we have printed the speech itself, and 
liave thus been the means of placing before 
the farmers of the south the common sense 
views of one of our most successful farmers. 
Combining the views of an agriculturist who 
knows all about the situation at the south, 
General Miles’s speech is worthy of the seri- 
ous study of southern farmers. 

He touches upon some very serious and 
severe subjects, and his comments throw a 
flood of light on the situation. He presents 
some facts that our farmers would do well 
to consider seriously. General Miles tells 
the farmers that it is very convenient for 
them to trace all their ills to a protective 
tariff. In this they only follow the cue given 
them by the small politicians and the dema- 
gogues who seek to mislead. 

There is nothing more convenient, for in- 
stance, than for the farmer who is unsuc- 
cessful to trace all his troubles to the pro- 
tective tariff. Everylittle cross-roads poli- 
tician—every little whipper-snapper, who 


that but for the tariff he would be rolling 
in wealth. 

General Miles makes short work of this 
sort of poppy-cock. He tells the farmers 
that if they expect to succeed they must live 
quietly at home, wear level heads, and use 
keen, bright eyes in their business. The 
tariff falls as heavily on merchants and bus- 
iness men as on the ‘farmer, and yet, be- 
cause some whipper-snapper wants to secure 
their votes for congress, the farmers are told 
that the tariff is ruining them. This is one 
of the most convenient of arguments, and 
it has been ding-donged into the ears of 
those who till the soil until a great many 
of them have come to believe that the tariff 
is a tax levied on them by the crowned 
heads of Europe. 

General Miles makes short work of this 
sort of nonsense. He shows that the tariff 
paid every year by the farmers on their hog 
meat and mule flesh is ten thousand times 
more than the tax imposed on them by the 
tariff. Compared with the taxes which the 
farmer imposes on himself by his extrava- 
gance, the tariff tax is but as a motein the 
sunbeam. 

Since the war General Miles has paid a 
debt of two hundred thousand dollars, with 
ten per cent interest. Hov. did he do this? 
By sitting down and discussing the tariff? 
Not at all, but by putting his shoulder to 
the wheel; by economizing; by adapting his 
business sense to his farm operations; by 
taking such advantage of circumstances and 
conditions as any sensible man would do. 

When General Miles comes to discuss 
the tariff, he puts in some chunks of com- 
mon sense that are likely to prove some- 
what embarrassing to the pseudo-statesmen 
who go before the farmers hereafter with a 
lot of gibberish in favor of free trade. Gen- 
eral Miles wants to know what the tariff is 
on a Cincinnati hog, or on a Kentucky mule, 
or on western hay’and corn, or on northern 
made fertilizers. ‘These things are not put 
down in the tariff list, but the tax they im- 
pose on the farmer amounts to many thou- 
sands more than the tariff tax. But the 
politicians never touch on these things. : 
They know nothing of them. The tariff is 
the thing. 

Nevertheless, we advise the farmers of 
the south to read the address of Genera] 
Miles. Common sense is always whole- 
some and refreshing. 


It seems to be a matter of regret among 
various republican organs at the north that 
Editor Joseph Pulitzer’s New York World 
is opposed to Mr. Cleveland.

woperty, in addition to their other arduous duties, 
or nothing.

Natural Gas, 

EpITORS CONSTITUTION: When wasnatural gas first 

used in this country, and what is its origin. 
SUBSCRIBER. 

Possibly the first use of natural gas for any practi- 
cal purpose was in lighting the village of Fredonia, 
N. Y. In 1821 agas well was discovered there, and 
enough gas was obtained to light thirty burners. 
The inns of the village were lit by this gas when 
General Lafayette passed through that section in 
1824, Shortly after gas was found at Fredonia, the 
lighthouse at Barcelona, a small harbor on Lake 
Erie, was lit from a spring of natural gas; and in 
1841, in boring salt wells in the Kanawha river, in 
West Virginia, gas was struck, and used in ‘‘boiling 
the furnace,’’—probably the first use of natural 
gas in manufacture. At an early. date in 
the development of the Pennsylvania oil fields, 
a portion of the gas which generally accompanies 
oli was used in heating and lighting the towns in 
the vicinity of the wells. It was also used for rais- 
ing steam to run the drilling engines, and for twen- 
ty years, at least, in some cases, it has been used for 
domestic purposes, but these purposes bave de 
manded only a small portion of the gas produced, 
most of it wasting until recently. The first use of 
natural gasin iron making was at Leesburg, Pa., 
about 1874. In glass-making the Rochester tumbler 
works, at Rochester, Pa., were probably the first to 
make use of it; and plate glass works, at Creighton, 
Pa., in 1883. The origin of natural gas is not 
yet understood. There are three theo- 
ries—one that it was formed § ages 
ago, and stored in the rock awaiting the drill; and 
the other, thatitis constantly forming at present. 
The friends of the storage theory ascribe its origin 
to the decomposition in time: past, of the animal 
and vegetable life preceding its formation. The ad- 
vocates of the theory of its present formation hold 
that it comes from the interchange of the elements 
in the super-heated steam of. salt water which his 
percolated throngh the crusts from the ocean bed 
and the carbon which exist in the interior of the 
earth, either in a state of purity, or as an alloy with 


metals, :

Exciting Experience of a Union Pacific Ratl« 
road Agent—Trampled Into the Ground 
by the Maddened Animals. 


We had acampon a small run or creek, 
with a grove of about a dozen trees for shel. 
ter, and about two miles to the rorth was a 
spring and another grove, said an old buffalo 
hunter to a New York Sun reporter. The In- 
dians hadn’t got hold of Winchesters and 
knew nothing of revolvers in those days, and a 
war party of less than twenty-five would have 
hesitated to attack four hunters. We kept 
our eys open, however, and one was on the 
watch while the other three slept. We had 
been in camp nine or ten days, and con~ 
stantly surrounded by buffaloes, when, 
one afternoon, just before sunset, it 
was apparent from the actions of 
the animals that something was in the wind. 
The detachments were consolidating, al) stray 
bulls joining the herds and almost every buf- 
falo ceased feeding and acted anxious and ill 
at ease. That meant Indians. Carious as you 
may think it, the presence of an Indian wil} 
disturb the buffaloes sooner than that of the 
white man. Wecouldn’t say whether it wag 
awar party hanging around to attack us ora 
hunting party hovering on the flanks of the 
great herd, but we made all preparations that 
night to defend ourselves. 

have spoken of the second grove. It was 
composed ofafew stinted cottenwoods, and 
was in no sense a shelter. Now, this is what 
happened during the night. A war y of 
about thirty-five Indians took up their posi- 
tions in this little grove, calculating to sweep 
down on us at daylight and carry our cam» 
by storm. Along toward daylight they 
mounted and rode softly downto within «a 
uarter of a mile of us, and there’ waited for 
ay tobreak. They would be observed by 
the sentinel, -but would make a rush and 
carry the camp. Weil, it was just coming 
day and five minutes more would have dis- 
covered them tothe sentinel, when the big 
herd, which had been gathering to the north 
of us, began a stampede. The sentinel heard 
them at the first start off and roused us up, and 
by the time we had our guns in hand wo could 
see the Indian war party. They knew what 
wasup better than we did, but they were 
caught between two fires, and the chief was 
too slow witted for the occasion. His policy 
should have been to charge us. He might 
have lost six or eigh§ men, but the shelter of 
the grove would have saved the rest and given 
them our scalps to boot. 
known our strength, and so, after spending the 
valuable minutes in reflection, he ordered the 
party off to the left. The only hope 
they could have was in riding acros$ 
the face of the herd, but that was out 
of the question. The front covered, ag 
we afterward knew, a distance of seven 
miles, and the Indians had barely got 
started when the first buffaloes were in sight. 
They came thicker than bees, their heads 
down, horns rubbing, and feet making a 
great clatter, and while we looked we saw 
the war party swallowed 9 in that great 
heaving sea of animal life. moment later 
an old bull dashed into and through the 
grove, and every man sprang for a tree.. As f 
was climbing up my feet struck a buffalo 
on the back, and before I was secure only the 
five largest trees in the grove were standing. 
All others had been uprooted by contact, and 
three crippled animals were lying on the 
ground beneath me. Our horses, camp, every- 
thing, went in two minutes. The noise was 
ten times more deafening than a hurricane at 
the sea, andthe terrorof the animals was 
something appalling. , 

Ihave told you that the front of the herd 
Was seven miles across. You can judge what 
thie depth must have been when I tell you that. 
they were three hours in passing. Every ani- 
mal was running for his life, and his pace 
could not have been less than ten miles am 
hour. Ishouldn’t hesitate tomake aftidavit 
that the herd wasa good thirty miles deenp.. 
The animals ran, as we afterward knew, fully 
forty miles before they slowed down at all. 
When the last one had passed us the coun- 
try about us wasa sight to behold. There 
were at least one hundred and fifty 
dead or crippled animals in_ sight, 
and there was a swath seven miles wide which 
had cut the very life out of the prairie. Of 
all ourcamp equipage we could not find one 
solitary article of wood or iron, or leather. All 
our horses had been trampled under within 
less than a mile of the grove, and their bodies 
were sights no one could look at twice. We 
spread out to see what fate had befallen the 
Indians, and we did not have to gofar. They 
had been knocked down and stamped into the 
earth.

A CHARMING RACE 


That Will be Watched From Flying Cars— 
Twenty Miles on Wheels. 


Atlanta will witnessa charming and curious 
race next Friday. Twenty bicyclists—the 
champions of the wheel—will ride for medals 
from Fairburn to Atlanta. 

The spectators will watch the flyers from 4 
train of cars that will whirl along by the side 
of them. Just asthe great boat races in Eng- 
land are watched by the excursion trains that 
skim along the banks. 

Think of it. At half past three 
o’clock Friday evening the train leaves 
Atlanta with its thousands of passengers. At 
half past four o’clock it is in Fairburn. Ten 
minutes later the men start. The weaker 
riders are sent off first, the handicaps all being 
time handicaps—ranging from two to thirty 
minutes. The slower riders dart off first _and 
are lost as a@ flash in the dusky road. Ina 
few moments another starts, and another, 
until all the handicap men are off. Then the 
crack riders, the men who start at the scratch, 
Cooper, Cooney, Reid, Chalfant, Durant and 
one or two others, go off in a streak of silver 
and light and the train dashes off with them, 
put at its speed to keep up with the flyers. 

And then the race goes on, the wheelmen 
spinning over the hard and shady country 
road, catching first this handicapped rider and 
then that; spurting down the slopes, climbing 
the gentle hills. This rider now leading and 
now beltind, and all gathering for the final 
rush into the city and the finish. All thetime 
the train gliding along, watches the race from 
beginning to finish. 

t will be a rich experierice and two hours 
full of excitement. The charge will be only 
fifty cents for the round trip, including railroad 
fare. The road will be clear for the excursion 
train, and thousands will go. The train will 
run square uptothe finish atthe rope near 
Colonel J. W. Adair’s house.

Alexandria. 
MYSTERIOUS AND FASCINATING STORY. 


Interesting Things in the Old Town, and 
Rummages Among Washington Relics 
Not Usually Publicly Displayed. 


From Washington Special, 

In my last letter from Alexandria I said 
that some of the most interesting things I 
found there Ihad no room forina single let- 
ter, and would tell the C.G. readers about 
them in the future. 

The story of the ‘Female Stranger’’ is one 
of the most mysterious and fascinating things 
I ever encountered. 

This tale is confused by contradictory re- 
ports and accounts, and surrounded by legends 
with a thousand differing stories. Every 
person born and reared in or near Alexandria 
has heard the story told with all sorts of 
enlargements and embroideries by mothers 
and nurses, and the old gossips of the 
public inns and places where spirits are re- 
tailed. Between the long sermon and the 
short sermon for over seventy years the women 
folks on Sabbath day in old Christ church 
have talked about the ‘‘Female Stranger,” 
and nobody thinks of leaving Alexandria 
without visiting her grave. 

Every man, woman and child in Alexandria 
knows ali about the history and the legends of 
the Female Stranger, and can point you the 
way to her grave and add to your store of 
“knowledge” about the sad-fated, beautiful 
and mysterious stranger. 

Under the cedars and oaks in the old St. 
Paul church-yard of Alexandria is the grave 
of the Female Stranger. Relic-hunters have 
made sad inroads upon the ornamentations, 
and the iron railing that once inclosed the 
tomb has entirely disappeared. 

Lately the city has taken in {charge the care 
of this famous tomb, and it is now well kept 
and guarded. 

The tombstone is an eight-by-five marble 
tablet laid horizontally upon six elaborately- 
carved white marble pillars. Upon the tablet 
is this insctiption: 


TO THE MEMORY 
j 
OF A ; 


FEMALESTRANGER, 


Whose mortal sufferings terminated 
on the 4th day of October, 1816, 
aged 28 years and 8 months, 


This stone is erected by her disconsolate hus- 
‘band, in whose arms she breathed out her last 
‘sigh, ard who, under Gop. did his utmost to 
:sooth the cold dull ear of death, : 


:*Ffow loved, how honored once avails thee not, : 
:To whom related or by whom bego°; : 
:A heap of dust alone remains of thee, : 
iTis all thou art, and all the proud shall be.” 

When I saw the tomb a bouquet of fres 
flowers was lying upon it, and I learned that 
nearly every day this occurs, and the tomb is 
seldom without its tribute of flowers except in 
the extreme wintry months. 

Many of these offerings are wild flowers— 
heartsease, golden rod, clover and daises—but 
occasionally bouquets are placed upon the 
tomb which are specimens of the finest and 
costliest work of the florists and made up of 
the rarest and most delicate flowers from the 
conservatories. 

Choice exotics and beautiful flowers from the 
conservatories of Washington have been placed 
on this mysterious grave in midwinter. 

There is 10 man or woman, Alexandria-born, 
who will not readily recount to you the legend 
of the Female Stranger, but they differ essen- 
tially in minor details, and indeed in some of 
the principal points. 

One thing is sure, the woman who was 
buried there was unknown in Alexandria, as 
was the man who claimed to be her husband, 

They came to Alexandria upon & foreign 
vessel and took quarters at the leadin hotel. 
Some say it was the City hotel, or the Indian 
Queen hotel, and that it is now the old Brad- 
dock house, of which I wrote. 

She was a beautiful young girl, and he a 
handsome and distinguished looking man. 

They had one servant, and gave every evi- 
dence of being people of high rank and great 
wealth. The old legends of Alexandria are 
still full of the stories, dimmed by distance in 
time, of her beauty, her jewels and her mag- 
nificent wardrobe. 

The two had the best quarters in the hotel, 
nothing that money could buy did they deny 
themselves, but they absolutely refused to make 
any acquaintances or give any clew to their 
identity, and all inducements to the valet who 
accompanied them were in vain. He would 
never speak, and nothing could be gathered 
about them beyond the belief that they were 
English in blood and noble in rank. 

’ The ship they came in had sailed away, and 
her people knew as little about her as the 

Alexandria folks did, and with her departure 

all clew to them was lost. 

One gentleman tells me that his mother 
often told him the story of the beautiful fe- 
male stranger, and he had heard it told hun- 
dreds of times. His mother and grandmother 
united in declaring her a very beau- 
utiful young woman, kind and = gra- 
cious, evidently a born lady. They 
say she and the gentleman with her were Eng- 
lish inappearance. She was above medium 
height, with full voluptuous figure and masses 
of blonde hair. Her eyes were large and ex- 
pressive, her mouth particularly small and 
sweet. Her manner, while di ihed, was con- 
descending and pleasant, and as she drove 
about Alexandria no person ever appealed to 
her in vain for charity. 

To the charities and charitable organizations 
she gave liberally, but refused to attend any 
meeting or receive any visitors. 

Her husband, for so he declares himself upon 
the tombstone, behaved much after the same 
manner. He was handsome, stately and dig- 
nified, but charmed all those who came in con- 
tact with him, his manners and wit and good 
breeding. 

All the meeting there was between them and 
the people of Alexandria was such as came by 
chance and could not be avoided. 

Fiye months after they came to Alexandria, 
the young wife became ill with one of those 
low fevers peculiar to a newly settled country, 
and died.

7“  $enator Roberts Concludes His Argument in 


Favor of the Dean Bill and the Senate 
Defers Action Until Menday: 


Saturday, asa rule, is a dull day in legisla 


_ tive circles, and udually the house sita glone. 


Wotwithstanding that the senate kept it com- 
pany yesterday, the sessions of both honses 
were devoid of much interest, the day being 
ven up almost entirely to the reading of bills 
third time. 

In the senate, Mr. Roberts concluded his 
@rgument ia favor of the Dean bill, providing 
for the sale of the state road: M¥. Roberts 
wpoke only fifteen nrinutes, and in the begin- 
ning reviewed briefly his argumént of the pre- 
vious day. P. 

MR. ROBERTS CONCLUDES. 

Mr. Roberts said that the senator from the 
third (Brantley) had declared that the bill en- 
couraged the claim of the lessees for becter- 
ments: He did not think that itdid. There 
was nothing in the bill that could be construed 
into favoring such claim, or be toftured into 
such a construction. If he believed that the 
bill wonld add strength to sucha claim he 
would not advocate it, and he was certain that 
the lesstes could not derive any comfort from 
any provision contained therein. 

THE CREDIT OF THE STATE. 
Mr. Roberts said one objection'that had been 


urged to the [passage of the bill was that the 
gale of the road would hurt the credit of thé 
state. He could not understand such an ar- 
gument: it was inexplicable to him how any 
action that tended to liquidate indebtedness 
could affect injuriously a state’s financial 
standing. If it was calculated to do anything, 
it was to advance the credit of the state and 
relieve the people from the exactions of op- 
pressive taxation. 

In conclusion, Mr. Roberts said the presen 
Was a time of great activity in railroa’ circle . 
Few roads were being built in all : irection , 
and systems were strengthening by adtiug vwew 
‘ines wherever it was practicable. It was an 
opportime time to sell the road, the property 
was in good order, the road thought to be pay- 
ing, atid a demand was believed to exist for it. 
Another such an opportunity was not likely 
to present itself. re state’s experience with 
elleeeda ought to keep it from having to do 
with them in the future. It had lost over a 
million dollars by such property already. A 
good opportunity was presented in which to 
sell the road at an advantageous price, and he 
favored taking advatage of it. : 

THE DEBATE ON MONDAY. 

The bill will come up again on Monday, 
when Mr. Powell,the chairman of the finance 
committee will speak in favor of thesale.

EDWARD EVERETT'S DEATH. 

‘*Let me relate right here an incident which 

eatly impressed me; one that occurred at 

oston. I went to Boston at the solicitation 
of Mr. Edward Everett, one of the best friends 
the south ever had. I reached there on Sun- 
day evening, January 7th. Mr. Everett had 
been very sick and the doctors had said that he 

must not leave his house. Hehad arranged a 

meeting at Fanueil for the next morning, and 

attend he would, despite the protestations of 
physicians and friends. ‘If you go, it 

will be at the risk of your life,’ they said, ‘I 

couldn’t risk it in a better cause,’ was his only 

reply. 

‘‘After the speaking he excused himself on 
account of his illness and went home. In three 
days afterward I attended his funeral, having 
been selected by his friends to represent the 
city of Sayannah.”’ 

A TALK WITH LINCOLN. 

“On my way back to Savannah,’’ cou.tinned 
Colonel Allens, “I stopped in Washington and 
called on President Lincoln. He compliment- 
ed me kindly for my work and said: ‘You 
fight with love and humanity as 
— weapons—the noblest possible 
ight. Tell the people of Savannah that 
while armies often take to themselves powers, 
which do not belong to them, all will be right 
in ashort time.’ In less than three months he 
Was assassinated.’’ 

THE RETURN TO SAVANNAH. 

“When I reached Savannah I found thatthe 
provisions had arrived but that the people did 
not have matters properly arranged fer the 
Gistribution of them. A store with four en- 
trances, in thecenter of the square, was ob- 
tained asa dispensing station, and I secured 
the services of officers of the army 
commissary department to secure the 
proper distribution. Ina short time every- 
thing was properly organized and the people 
bad provisions in plenty.” 

THE FULL SUPPLY. 

“Wood was $20 acord, and the people had 
hO money with which to purchaseit. We 
Hhext turned our attention to the matter of fuel 
aud organized afuel supply committee con- 
Sisting, as J remember it, of the mayor of the 
city, Dr. Arnold, Mr. Octavius Cohen, Mr. 
Villalonga, Mr. McDonald and myself. We 
Obtained passes for negroes with 
axes, and AY guard and in one 
week had six hundred cords of wood in the 
city, giving it to all who were unable to pur- 
chase, and selling it to the others at four dol- 
lars a cord. 

“After this work had been accomplished I 
gesigned and went north. When I left there 
was in the city ninety-three tons ofgcoal, over 
one thousand cords of wood and considerable 
genre 4 in the city treasury. 

“I have never been back there since. I had 
hoped to meet some Savannah people in this 
convention, but have been disappointed in 
that. I should ike to meet some of the men 
Who were there atthe time.”’ 

Colonel Allens was one of the striking 
firures in the Farmers’ convention. He is a 
man of decided ability and full of good, com- 
mon sense Which cropped out whenever he 
Spoke upon any subject. It is needless to add 
that he made many friends among his fellow- 

cievates.

ARRESTED FOR MURDER AFTER 29 YEARS 


News of Interest About the Capitol, Cubtom 
House and City Hall Yesterday—Vari- 
ous Matters Talked About.

Yesterday was a dull day about the state 
house. ‘Saturday is usually a day in which 
state house news is difficult to obtain, and this 
dullness was cousiderably increased yesterday 
by the absence of Governor Gordon, in whose 
office the interesting items are wont to be 
found. The governor returned to the city last 
ee The news of the day will be found be- 
Ow: 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 

GOVERNOR GorDON was not in his office 
yesterday, and owing to his absence no execu- 
tive orders were issued. During the day 4a 
number of legislative acts were sent to the 
governor and placed on his table. As they 
were mostly acts incorporating local corpora- 
tions, it will require but little time to overlook 
them and dispose of them. Governor Gordon 
left the city Friday eveing going up the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic calieaat for the purpose of 
meeting relatives who were returning home 
from the north. He was accompanied by Mrs. 
Gordon, and the entire party returned to the 
city last night. 

N SPEAKING OF THE REUNION of the 4th 
Georgia regiment at Albany the types made 
the day of the meeting the I/ith of September, 
when it should have been the 6th day of Sep- 
tember. A large crowd is expected to attend, 
and if it is possible, the governor will also be 
on hand. Owing to the length of time it will 
take to go and return from Albany, spending 
one day there too, it is doubtful if Governor 
Gordon can leave his office for that length of 
time during the session of the legislature. 
Under the law he has but five days for the con- 
sideration of bills, and if some important 
measure was passed that needed immediete 
attention, it might fail because of his absence. 
For these reasons the governor dislikes to ab- 
sent himsef from the city longer than one day 
at the farthest. 

A TELEGRAM FROM Talekequah, Indian ter- 
ritory, dated August 18th, announces the ar- 
rest in that city of Jacob Pettyjohn, who. was 
sentenced to death twenty-nine years ago for 
the murder of Clayborn Vaughn in Forsyth 
county. The telegram states that the arrest 
was made by the sheriff of Forsyth county, 
Georgia, who came on there for that purpose. 


, The way in which Pettyjohn came to be ar- 


rested was somewhat accidental. It seems 
that an old citizen of Forsyth county, Georgia, 
who has but recently arrived in that part of 
the territory. saw Pettyjohn and imme- 
diately recognized him. When he first met 
with him,the recollection of the murder nearly 
thirty years before did not come to him, but 
some time afterwards he remembered that Pet- 
tyjohn owed adebt to the Georgia law that 
ought to be paid. Making known his identity 
with the Jacob Petigjohn, who was wanted in 
Georgia for murder, such information was giv- 
en as led tothe man’s arrest. The strangest 
part of the whole affairis no requisition has 
ever been issued for Pettyjohn by Governor 
Gordon, and the state department here is en- 
tirely without information of any kind relative 
to the matter. It may be that 
Pettyjohn concluded to come without 
the necessary papers, believing that the 
long years that had elapsed, and the good life 
lived since by him would save him from the 
gallows. This may explain a part of the 
transaction, but it does seem very strange that 
such an unusual occurrence should have been 
allowed to take place, without some state ofli- 
cial knowing something about it. 

THe COMPTROLLER-GENERAL on yesterday 
received the annual tax digest from Butts 
county: The amount of taxable property re- 
turned for 1887 amounts to $1,184,750, an in- 
crease of $17,737 over the amount returned 
for 1886. This reduces the number of coun- 
ties yet to be heard from to three—Appling, 
Monroe, and Pulaski. The largest increase re- 
ported by any county so far is that of Fulton, 
followed by Richmond, Chatham, Muscogee, 
Glynn, Floyd. Thereis but little doubt that 
the aggregate increase will approximate 
twelve millions of dollars. 

COMMISSIONER HENDERSON has on exhibi- 
tion at the department of agriculture a group 
portrait of about seventy-five members of the 
Entedotaie Farmers’ convention that recently 
convened in Atlanta. The picture was taken 
while the members were standing on the stone 
steps of the First Presbyterian church on Ma- 
rieta street, the day of the adjournment. ‘Lhe 
individual likeneses are censidered very good 
while the photograph on the whole is regarded 
as a most excellentone. It will be handsome- 
ly framed and will decorate the walls of the 
commissioner’s private office. Each member 
of the group will receive a copy as asovenir of 
the first session of the interstate convention. 

Mr. W.8S. DEWoLyr, of the agricultural de- 
partment, received afew days ago a hand- 
sonf#ly framed picture, giving a magnificent 
bird’s-eye view of the city of Columbus, Ga., 
and the shoals of the Chattahoochee, opposite 
that live and progressive manufacturing 
town. Mr. DeWolf received the present from 
the city council of Columbus, and the picture 
will be placed on the walls of the depart- 
ment. Columbus is the former home of Mr. 
DeWolf and he pronounces the picture one of 
the best of its kind that he ever saw. 

Colonel Towers, principal keeper of the pen- 
itentiary, went upto Rome on Friday on ac- 
count of sickness in his family. He is expect- 
ed to return Monday, and will be at bis office 
in the capito] on that day if the condition of 
his family will permit. Colonel Shubrick, the 
assisiant keeper, returned from a tour of in- 
spection on Friday, and has been engaged in 
otlice work since. The September discharge of 
convicts has been made out, and the various 
officers in charge of the camps have been fur- 
nished with the necessary lists, directing the 
discharge of those whose terms of sentence ex- 
pire during the month. 

THERE WERE NO visitors at the executive 
department yesterday on account of the ab- 
sence of Governor Gordon. Itisexpected that 
the governor will issue several orders on Mon- 
day in regard to applications for pardons that 
have been on file some time. Just to whom 
these pardons will apply is not yet known. 
Judge Nisbet, the private secretary, from whom 
this information is usually obtained,went down 
to Macon eee on business. He will re- 
turn tonight.

HIS LIFE A LIFE OF USEFULNESS. 


A Short Biographical Sketch—His Love for 
Atlanta and Her People—Probable Be- 
questa.te Atlanta Institutions. 


dies 


TM news of the geath of Colonel William 
C. Morrill, whieh oeaurred in Boston om Fri- 
day, caused universal sadness throughout. At- 
lanta yesterday. 

Colonel. Morrill was.a man who deserved 
and received the-¢onfidence and esteem af 
his fellowemen and the sorrew at his deatl is 
genuine. 

Colonel Morrill was a native of Skowhegan, 
Maine, and was born in 1837, -A& the® age -of 
eighteen he left his native state, going to Cali- 
fornia where he remained several years. At 
the outbreak of the warhe came east and .en- 
listed in the federalZarmy, serving until the 
cessation of the hestitities. 

The close of the war found him in Georgia. 
He purchased a large plantation in southwest 
Georgia, and for a year or two planted cotton. 
He lost rhoneyin this' venture, and a little 
later waswnade chief clerk ofthe interior de- 
partment, under Hon. Columbns' Delano. In 
a few yenra he again came south, this time im 
the revenue service, with headquarters at 
Maeon. Shortly afterwards he an working 
up the lease of the State road. In this enter- 
prise he had as coadjutors, Cglumbus Delano, 
Simon Cameron, Jacob Sé@¥ver and others, 
who, with Senator Brown and other Georgians, 
leased the road. 

Ever since its organization Colonc. Morrill 
has been secretary and treasurer ot the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic railroad company and with- 
in the last iew years has also been viee-presi- 
dent. 

In addition to his interests in the road, he 

has been connected with Governor Brown and 
others in the Dade coal mines, the Rising 
Fawn furnace and the Chattanooga Lron fur- 
nace. 
oo many years Colonel Morrill has lived’in 
Atlanta where he has made many warm 
friends. Ever since his eoming here he has 
been closely allied with the business and so- 
cial interests of Atlanta. Tlough at all times 
a rigid republican, bisconsideration for others, 
his patriotism to his country and his avoid- 
ance of those who sought to plunder the coun- 
try, won for him a warm place in the affections 
of the people. 

As a business man Colone! Morrill stood 
very high. During the times when money was 
a rather scarce article in the state treasury, he 
was frequéntly consulted as to ways and means 
and his advice upon all business questions was 
always considered very valuable. Senator 
Brown said of him: ‘‘He was one of the best 
business menI ever knew, faithful-and sin- 
cere. 

Colonel Morrill had been failing for a long 
time, the trouble being an affection of the 
throat. Last winter he went to Cubaim the 
hope of restoring his health, but the trip was 
not a satisfactory one. He went to Boston to 
visit relatives abont two months ago, and.died 
at the-residence of Mrs. Morrill’s sister. For 
some days he has been very low, but he hoped 
to be able to return to Atlanta, it being his de- 
sire to die here where so many pleasant yeats 
of his life had. been spent. 

Colonel Morrill leaves a wife, but no child- 
ren. He was a'cousin of ex-Senator Lot Mor- 
rill, of Maine, and a distant relative of Senator 
Morril!, of Vermont. He was quite: wealthy, 
and, it is understood, has willed his property 
to his wife, with several conditional bequests 
to Atlanta institutions. It is thought that 
one of these bequests was the sum of $20,000 
to the Young Men’s Library association, and 
that another was $25,000 to the Atlanta uni- 
versity. 

Nothing definite has as yet been ascertained 
abont the fittneral arrangements, but it is 
thought he will be buricd at his old home in 
Maine, probably today.

He made a careful 
examination of the lady and found she 
had  ststained serious internal injuries. 
One of her ribs was broken and there were 
other internal injuries. The doctor thinks 
that owing to her age and the nervous prostra- 
tion consequent upon the shock, that Mrs. 
Perkins can hardly get over’ her injuries. The 
chances are decidedly against her recovery. 

Mrs. Perkins, although suffering considera- 
bly, gave an account of the accident. She 
said she was cro ¢ the road as usual, and did 
not see or hear train as it approached. 
When first struck, she did not know what had 
hit her. As soon as she recovered 
her senses, she tried to get up and 
walk, but could not go far on account of pain 
and weakness. 

The train was moving slowly at the time. 

Mrs. Perkins is a widow. She has two sons 
and two daughters. Late last night she was 
very low.

It is sometimes unfortunate that Dame Na 
ture should smile too benignly upon a commu- 
nity, and whatever lack of progress which was 
noticeable here in years past may be set down 
as due to an overplus of natural advantages. 
Too many natural advantages often make a 
people listless and lacking in energy to develop 
them, and Greenville, fora time, was no ex- 
ception to this rule. This feeling, however, 
has gradually passed away, and the people are 
doubly well equipped for the era of progress 
and development now showing itself. The 
Augusta Chronicle man, writing some time 
since of Greenville’s location, says that there 
is everything here to invite the people 
and capital, and I venture the prediction that 
before many years hence Greenville will be- 
come one of the most important cities in the

variety of its manufacturing establishments. 
Its railroad facilities are unexcelled, and the

WHAT THE PEOPLE OF GREENVILLE THINK OF 
THEMSELVES AND RESOURCES. 
I had a dozen or more talks with prominen 
sitizens here, and while I reproduce only three 


ofthem, they are interesting and show how

Mr. Frank Hammond, president of the Peo- 
ples’ Bank of Greenville, was asked: 
“\Vhat are the tinancial resources of Green- 


“Our resources are much better than you 
think. We get in the county about 50,000 bales 
of cotton, and our assessed value is $7,000,000; 
manufactures $2,000,000; banking capital stock 
| $675,000. Our agricultural resources are good 
and farming interests diversified. We 
| raise over $100,000 worth of fruit alone, and 

our farm products are worth $3,000,000 a year.”’

‘What is the total banking capital, surplus, 
undivided profits and available capital ?”’ 

‘With the capital paid up, surplus and un- 
divided profits and percentage of deposits, we 
have anu available banking capital of $675,000.

“What has been your progress within a few 
years; . 

“Greenville has progressed with a sure gait 
within the past five years. We haye now 
nearly 10,000 population, and people are com- 
ing in every week. Those who were here five 
years ago could not now recognize the old 
town, You can see the general thrift of Green- 
ville on every side. With our Knoxville rail- | 
road and a new $500,000 cotton factory, we 
think our ‘boom’ is fairly under way, and I 


consi der this 


vestment.”’ 

“What do you think of Greenville’s fu- 
ture ?”’ : 

“Very bright. With our new railroad to 
Knoxville and Augusta and alsoa new $500,- 
000 cotton mill I think we can easily calculate 
on a population of over 20,000 within the next 
five years. Our increase in population has 
been as follows: 1870, 2,757; 1880, 6,160; 1883, 
8,355; 1885, 9,500."’ 

Colonel Julius C. Smith, a wide-awake gen- 
tleman, was asked concerning the manufac- 
turing interests: 

‘What is the total capital invested in Green- 
ville and the county in manufacturing ?”’ 

“T have no late figures at hand, but in 1885 
there were 188 manufactories — with 
$1,400,000 capital invested, 2,000 hands employ- 
ed and a total annual product of $1,500,- 
000. This has been inereased since 
then. We have 8 cotton factories, 98 flour 
and grist mills, 12 foundries and machine 
shops, 64 lumber mills and 16 miscellaneous 
establishments.’’ 

‘How many operatives employed ?”’ 

“‘As I have just said, about 2,000.” 

“How many spindles and looms?”’ 

“In the neighborhoed of 75,000 spindles trib- 
utary to Greenville, and 2,000 looms.”’ 

‘What is the total annual product in dollars 
and yards?”’ 

“You repeat your questions. Our total an- 
nual product three years ago was $1,500,000, 
Now itis about $2,000,000, which, with the 
new mills, will be inereased soon to nearly 
$3,000,000.’ ; 

‘What is the available horse power on your 
streams ?”’ 

‘There i3 no way to estimate this accurately, 
but we have enough to quadruple our present 
capacity, or say water power to take up 300,000 
spindles and $10,000,000 capital.”’ 

‘‘How much is utilized now ?” 

“Several thousand. One mill has 1,100 avail- 
able, and uses only 300.” 

“Does cotton manufacturing pay here?” 

“Undoubtedly, yes. Our mills are all pros- 
perous, and declare good dividends. Some of 
them run night and day in orderto keep up 
with the demand for goods, and all of them 
run in full time and full pay.”’ 

‘‘What are some of your prospective enter- 
prises ?” 

“We have one new cotton mill organized 
with a capital of $500,000 and others will fol- 
low. Then we will soon have a new hotel on 
Paris mountain, electric lights, water works in 
addition to those now in use, and the new rail- 
road from Knoxville.”’ 

“What do youthink of Greenville’s fu- 
ture ?”’ 

‘“‘I can only says-this: Iam here to stay, and 
I knew of no city in the south with fitter pros- 
pects every way. Greenville now offers, in 
my opinion, some wonderfully strong induce- 
ments for capital, and I consider it a place for 
safe and profitable investment. Property is 
higher than for years, and yet has never been 
on an inflation basis. Our progtess has been 
sure in the past, it will now be rapid. We 
have caught the popular cry of development 
and mean to go ahead and win the race.”’ 

Mr. T. O. Donaldson, a leading lawyer of 
Greenville, with whom I talked, was asked: 

‘‘What do you consider Greenyille’s chief 
points of advantage ?”’ 

‘‘T consider that Greenville has many and 
exceptional natural advantages. Situated in 
the heart of the Piedmont section, at the foot 
of the mountains, she may fairly claim that 
she has aclimate equal to that of any portion 
of the United States, and not excelled by that 
of France or Italy. Thesoil is susceptible at 
small cost and labor of a high degree of fertil- 
ty and.is adapted to the production in great va- 
riety and perfection, of almost any erop known 
in any section of the country—whilst corn, cot- 
ton and small grain are the staple productions. 
It has been demonstrated that clover and most 
of the grasses grow here as luxuriantly as in 
the bluegrass region of Kentucky. The health- 
fulness of her climate and 
her abundant water power, together 
with the cheapness of living and superior rail- 
road facilities, all contribute to make Green- 
ville afavored locality for manufacturing, of 
which Piedmont, Camperdown, Huguenot, 
Reedy River and many other large and pros- 
perous cotton mills in and near Greenyille are 
notable examples. Being interested in two of 
these mills, to wit: Piedmont and Camper- 
down, I can say of my own personal knowledge 
that few investments in the state have yielded 
better profits.’’ 

‘‘What are your educational facilities?’ 

“Greenville has always been noted for her 
educational advantages. Furman university, 
the Greenville female college, and numerous 
private schools of less prominence, but of high 
standard of excellence, afford unusual facili- 
ties for mental culture, of which a large num- 
ber of the youth of thisand adjoining states 
gladly avail themselves.” 

‘Is the city much in debt?’’ 

‘‘The debt of the city is small in comparison 
with the amount of its property, and its bonds 
are eagerly sought by parties desiring safe in- 
vestment.”’ 

‘‘What is the wealth of the city and eounty, 
the taxable and non-taxable property and its 
marketable value ?’’ 

‘T have no means of getting at the market- 
able value of the property of the county. The 
valuation for taxable property is not a 
correct standard ; for, while the theory of our 
tax laws is that all property shall be returned 
at its real value, 1 think, in practice. it is 
generally returned at not saceedian two-thftds 
of that amount, whilst a large amount of cred- 
its escape taxation altogether. The property 
of the city is returned for taxation at about 
two and one-half millions, and that of the 
county, including the city, at about seven and 
one-half millions, whilst its real yalue is prob- 
ably 50 per cent more.” 

‘What do you think of the city’s future ?”’ 

‘*‘With her advantages, some o; which I have 


mentioned, I think Greenville has a splendid 


future before her, and I see no reasun why she 
should not become one of the most important 
and prosperous manufacturing and eommer- 
cial towns in the south.”’ 

‘‘Whut are your railroad facilities?’ 

“Good. We have three railroads completed, 
and a fourth in process of construction; the 
grading, with the exception of afew miles, 
having been completed from Augusta, with an 
encouraging prospect of an extension in the 
near future across the mountains to Knoxville, 
Tennessee. The Air-Line gives us direct con- 
nection with Atlanta and Charlotte, and places 
us on the shortest line from New York to New 
Orleans, whilst the Columbia and Greenville 
and Augusta gives us an outlet to the .\Atlantic 
coast and the south west.’”’ : 

“How have you prospered within the past 
few years ?”’ 

“] presume your question is not intended to 
apply to me as an individual, but to the city.

The mountain country, however, was not 

destined to await the ] 

gradual process of natu- 
ral increase, and the occasional arrivals of 
bodies of immigrants slowly filled the middle 
and low count with colonies of 
Jacobite Highlanders, brought after Cullo- 
den, ch-Irish, Welsh, French, Protestant 
Dutch and Germans. After the defeat of 
Braddock in 1755, sturdy settlers from Penn- 
sylvania and Virginia came along the moun- 
tain ranges seeking safety from French. and 
Indian vengeance, settled in the upper portion 
of North Carolina and began to spread their 
settlements fon both sides of the mountain 
range. Until 1777, however, white ple 
were few and widely separated in Greenville 
county. The trail that marked the boundary 
of the Cherokee Indian territory ran 
thirteen miles below where the city 
of Greenville now stands, crossin 
the Enoree river, where the Batesville ana 
Pelham cotton factories now utilize its unfail- 
ing, impetuous current. The only white 
family Known to have lived about this line at 
that time was that of Paris, a Scotchman, who 
had a trading station where Greenville city 
now stands, his log house being somewhere 
east of the present Main street, and 
a small mill on thé Reedy river about 
on the present site of the coach factory. 
He gave Paris mountain, three miles above 
Greenville, itsname. Beinga tory, he escaped 
molestation from the Indians, who in 1776 
sided with the British government, stimulated, 
no doubt, by the many petty independent feuds 
and occasional small skirmishes they had with 
the white people settled near the line, and 
committed many outrages, including the mur- 
der of Anthony Hampton—great-granfather of 
the present United States senator—and his 
family. The Hamptons were settled just be- 
low the boundaries of the Indian territory, 
near where the line dividing Greenville and 
Spartanburg counties now runs. 

In 1777 a decisive battle between the South 
Carolina militia and Indians, known in local 
tradition as ‘‘the ring fight’’ from the fact that 
the white men surrounded the Indians, form- 
inga “ring” around them, was fought in 
Pickens county. The Cherokees were defeated 
and compelled to surrender all the land belong- 
ing to them within the present limits of Green- 
ville, Pickens, Anderson, Oconee and Spartan- 
burg counties. 

During the war of revolution the increase of 

populatign by immigration continued slowly, 
the recruits coming chiefly from Virginia and 
North Carolina. The people were generally 
loyal whigs, and many good fighting men were 
sent from among them to join the continental 
armies and partisan bands of the low country, 
and northward where the war was actively 
srosecuted. The actual fighting in Greenville 
district, however, was confined to what is now 
called ‘“‘bushwhacking”’ and occasional irregu- 
lar forays on hostile neighborhoods by the ad- 
herents of King George or the republic, tories 
and whigs hunting and harrying each other re- 
lentlessly as force was acquired or opportunity 
found. he hills and streams of the country 
forbade the evolutions 6f armies, and the 
scanty population and tillage offered no induce- 
ments for invasion or contention. 

When the revolution had ended and peace 
was restored, new inhabitants poured into 
Greenville rapidly from both sides, Virginians 
and North Carolinians coming in over the 
mountains, and [rish and natives pushing their 
settlements upward from the low country. 
The town of Greenville came into existence 
with the name of Pleasantboro’, which was 
changed to the Pages cognomen in 1831, and 
became the trading station for a considerable 
territory. It alsoacquired importance from its 
location on the thoroughfare between the coast 
and mountains, many of the wealthy people of 
Charleston and South Carolina having estab- 
lished sammer homes in favorable places in the 
Blue Ridge and going to them regularly at the 
approach of warm weather, returning in the 
fall, and traveling both ways in private convey- 
ances or the stage coaches of the time. Green- 
ville was aresting place for these travelers, 
and furnished then as now a climate free alike 
from the dampness and cold characterizing the 
higher latitudes in the early spring and late 
autumn and the heat of the low country. It 
was the custom to’stop in the town for a week 
or two on the journeys to and from the sum- 
mer habitations. 

Despite these advantages, and its possession 
of the courthouse of the district of Greenville, 
the growth of the village was slow, and in 
1824 it did not possess more than 450 inhabi- 
tants. It was far “in the backwoods,” and 
during the rains of winter visitors were rare, 
Its trade consisted to a great extent of barter. 
The original staple of the surrounding country 
was tobacco, knowledge of which the Virginia 
and North Carolina planters brought with 
them, butit gave place to corn, wheat, oats 
and cotton, the latter being for a-long time 
grown only in small quantities. The tobacco 
was hauled to Charleston, but subsequently 
all of the surplus crop of produce was hauled 
to Augusta, 150 miles away, and disposed of 
there, the trip usually requiring some weeks 
and involving prolonged periods of camping. 
The merchants in the town purchased their 
stocks of goods in New York, had them ship- 
ped to Augusta by water, and hauled them 
from that city. 

The first cotton factory in the county, and 
probably the first in the state, was established 
at Batesville, twelve miles below Greenville, 
between 1830 and 1580, but Jits business, for a 
long time, was confined to supplementing the 
deficiencies of the neighborhood’s spinning 
wheels. 

In 1874 the Charlotte and Atlanta Air Line 
was completed, Greenville being at its point 
of intersection with the Columbia and Green- 
ville road, and the city increased her speed 
and attained a growth superior to that of any 
in the south, Here are the figures from the 
census returns and they tell [the story. :

THE COTTON MANUFACTURING CENTER FOR 
SOUTH CAROLINA.

Carolina. These factories have proven that 
the south is the place for g the staple 
into yarns and cloth, Green has done 
her share toward developing the south. In 
order to show the extent of these enterprises, 

T give a few statistics connected with some of 
the leading factories. 

PIEDMONT MANUFACTURING COMPANY. 

Colonel H. P.- Hammet is president. The 
company has $300,000 capital, 24,080 spindles, 
568 looms and 550 hands, who draw, with sala- 
ries, $10,000 a month. The product of the 
mills is worth $700,000 a year. They make 
10,300,000 yards -of goods yéarly and 1,650,000 
pounds of yarn not woven. The mills 
cover 204,580 square feet, the main building 
being 500 by 50 and 75 feet, four stories and 
covering about 14,000 square feet, The picker 
and engine rooms swell the total to over 200,- 
000 square feet, or nearly five acres. The 
company owns 140 tenement houses, and sup- 
ports at the village of Piedmont about 1,500 
people. They have also three cotton ware- 
houses and four stores. The company has in 
surplus, over its capital, $250,000 saved above 
the dividends. Piedmont contains 250 acres, 
and is a prosperous little town of itself. They 
have 800 available horsepower, but use only 
about 300. 

HUGUENOT MILLS. 

These mills are now running day and night, 
and are, of course, prosperous. They make 
ginghams, plaidsand cottonades, The capital, 
which is now $51,400, will soon be increased to 
$150,000. Mr. E. E. £Fallenwider is 
president and Mr. C. H. Lannean, treas- 
urer and general manager. Their yearly 
product amovnts to 3,000,000 yards, worth 
$200,000. They rhn 2,050 spindlesand 171 
looms. Electric lights, are system, are in the 
building, whieh is 250 by 40, two stories, and 
covers, with lap room, dye house, ete., 20,000 
square feet. They use a Haris-Corliss engine 
of seventy-horse power. 

CAMPERDOWN MILLS. 

Capital, $100,000, yearly product in yarns 
about 2,000,000 pounds. They use 11,000 
spindles, 200 hands, and 100 looms, There are 
two mills, 200 by 50 feet, two stories, and 150 
by 50 feet, three stories, about 42,500 square 
feet. They use steam and water. Colonel H. 
P. Hammebt is president. 

PELZER MANYFACTURING COMPANY. 

This is one of the largest cotton factories in 
the south. It is just across the river in Ander- 
son county, but is tributary to Greenville. 
The capital is $500,000, with a yearly product 
of $900,000. They have 26,000. spindles, 
and 750 looms. The product gives in yards 
about 15,000,000 a year, worked by 670 hands. 
The mill is 450 feet by 74, four stories and cov- 
ers nearly 150,000 square feet of tloor space. 
They have 1,100 horse power—wate r—de- 
veloped, but use only a part of this. The mill 
isonthe Saluda river, sixteen miles from 
Greenville. They use an incandescent electric 
plant with 550 lights. They have a bank— 
Chicora—a state chartered institution, witha 
capital of $25,000. The operatives use the 
bank as a depository for their earnings. The 
town of Pelzer has about 1,500 population, and 
was founded by Charleston gentlemen. Cap- 
tain E. A. Smyth is president and general 
manager. Last year they used 9,000 bales of 
cotton. They make brown sheetings, shirt- 
ings and drills, and have been prosperous from 
the start. 

COACH FACTORY. 

This is a big factory, with buildings covering 
31,780 square feet of floor space, or three- 
fourths of anacre. Itis owned by Mr. H. C. 
Markley, who turns out $60,000 worth of work 
a year in wagons, buggies, phatons, etc. The 
main building is three stories high, and the 
work as goodas any in the south. W ater 
from the Reedy river is used as power. . 

THE HOTELS. 

If Greenville can brag about anything im 
particular, she can about her hotels. Mr. A. 
A. Gates, who used to run the hotel at Lulu, 
is now proprietor of the Mansion house here, 
on which he has lately spent $20,000, making 
it one of the finest little hotels in the 
south. It is a gem, and worthy of Atlanta 
or any city in the country. Itis a three-story 
brick strncture, well ventilated, and arranged 
with a view to comfort. Parlors, reception and 
reading rooms, barber shop, bar and billiard 
rooms. Located in the center of the city, over- 
looking Main street, court square and the lawn. 
There are 70 rooms, all well lighted and ven- 
tilated. The Mansion house has been modern- 
ized in its interior, the floors laid with marble 
tiling, the walls elegantly frescoed. Mr. Gates, 
the proprietor, is one of the most genial and 
popular hotel men in the south—which is noted 
for courtesy. He has made the Mansion house 
first-class in allits appointments. Not grasp- 
ing or tight-fisted like many of the modern 
hotel men, his rooms, table and surroundings 
will compare with first-clas establishments, 
and yet his prices are moderate. We do not 
say ‘“‘when you go to Greenville, stop at the 
Mansion house,’ but we say, ‘‘go to Green- 
ville for health, pleasure and recreation, and 
when there, there will be no trouble for you to 
locate, provided, indeed, you favor good living, 
respectable associations and liberal terms.”’ 

‘The Brush are electric light is used in the 
main ottice, and the hotel owns its own gas 
plant and water works, Mr. Gates has done 
much to infuse a spirit of progress in Green- 
ville, and I am indebted to him for many cour- 
tesies.

Seme New Magazines and Some Notes About 
Books — The Latest Literary 
News and Gossip. 


Tur September Atlantic is out betimes, and 
an unusually good number it is. Dr. Holmes’s 
“Hundred in Europe,”’ which has run to 
its seventh installment, is accorded the place 
of honor this month. It is very bright and 
chatty, as, indeed, it should be, since it deals 
with summer days in Paris. An article of un- 
usual interest is contributed by the historian, 
Jokn. Bach McMaster, on “Franklin in 
France.’’ The modern mind, we are glad to 
seo, is gragually discovering that Benjamin 
Franklin was one of the greatest Americans 
that ever lived—great in his common sense 
and in the originality of his genius.

Study of Early Egotism.’’ Mr. Bradford For-

Mr. Edmund Noble writes of the aspects of 
travel ‘By River aud Road in Russia,’’ and 
Mr. Percival Lowell begins a series of articles 
on “The Soul of the Far East.” There are re- 
views of four novels, followed by ‘The Con- 
tributors’ Claub.”’

By the exercise of a 
little observation he will see that the latter can 
make e.\@2 a man of merit ridiculous, and that the 
former, if unjust, can make nobody ridiculous save 
the reviewer himself. Malignant criticism has nev- 
er yet-succeeded in killing even the slightest piece 
of genuine creative work. How frequently it has 
kilied tue critic! 

It has been said thatno author—that is, no author 
of ability—can be written down except by himeelf, 
This is true with a qualification. He can be written 

Gown aud out of sight, temporarily at least, if his 
enemies have the nerteand the diabolical adroit- 
ness outrageously to overpraise him. But this is an 
office of such subtle cruelty that no one but a friend 
ever thinks of undertakingit. Ah, dcar 
you wish to deliver a staggering blow to some young 
gmuthor who has ofiended you by what you 
suspect to be good Lterature, praise him 
extravagantly for the qualities which he 
doesn’t possess. Pick out his faults and call them 
felicities. If he is a verse-maker, compare him 
with Tennyson and Browning, to the obvious disad- 
Vantage of those over-rated persons, If he is a 
novelist, letit broadly be intimated that beside bim 
Scott and Thackeray, and George Ellot were but 
innocent children inthe art of fiction. This will! 
bring down your mah. Disparagement can’t 
do it 

Unumerited adulation has two baleful effects 
is to render the victim satisied with himse!f—and 
self-satisfaction is the death of talent and the pa- 
ralysis of genius—and the other is to draw down on 
him the indifference or the contempt of those very 
readers who were previously ready to accept his 
work at its honest value. Now, Brown has a neat 
touch in the lyrical way; Jones has printed two or: 
three pleasant prose sketches in the magazines 
Ro»iusou may possibly write an interesting novel— 
if he lives iongenough. You feel kindly tewards 
these three young gentlemen; their spurs are yet to 
be won, and, so far as you are concerned, you wish 
them success in the winning.

for Brown, Jones, en i Robinson., They have been 
put in an absurdattitute. Ifthey: are the modest, 
Fe 1SiLic fellows you suppose them 
Le. it will take them years to 
recore: their self-respect. If they 
have complacently swallowed all this treacle, they 
aredeadmen. In any they have received 
such a set.back in general estimation as no amount 
of savage abuse could have procured for them. 
Savage abuse would have been forgotten in forty- 
eight hours; but this disma! panegyric is a thing 
that has got tobe lived down—to be obli erated, it 
possible, by higher achievements than auybody has 
ever expected at the hand of 
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these unfortunates. 
Henceforth they may well add to their regulation 
prayers: “‘save us from our friends, and from all 
undue praise, good Lord, deliver us!’

The letters, which have bean edit- 
ed by Mr. Albert Fleming, are selections trom those 
written by Mr. Ruskin during the last ten or twelve 
years to his friends and neighbors, the Misses Bee- 
ver, “the sister ladies of the Thwaite, Coniston.” 
The book will form a companion volume of the 
readings from Modern Painters, entitled Frondes 
Agrestes, and selected by Miss Susan Beever, ‘the 
younger lady of the Thwaiie.” Mr. Ruskin, besides 
adding a few explanatory notes, has written a pre- 
face to the letters; this is dated Brantwood, June, 
1887. 

A “from tongue to tongue literature’ has, it ap 
pears, crept round the name of Ovid. Signor A. de 
Nino has thought it interesting to print some of 
these local traditions. Among the peopie in Sul 
mona, Ovid enjoys the reputation of a great magl- 
cian, merchant, prophet, preacher, saint, and even 
paladin. Inthe capacity of the first he guards the 
treasures supposed to be concealed in his villa, and 
many are the stories which the peasants tell of vain 
efforts to carry them off on the eve of the annuncia- 
tion. His role as a merchant is connected with his 
journey to Athens, and afterward in Asia, Like Vir- 
vil, Ovid is believed to have announced the coming 
of Christ. Asa warrior he is associated in the popu- 
lar fancy with the peers of Charlemagne. 

The grave of Lord Byron at Hucknall Turkard, on 
the borders of Sherwood Forest, is threatened with 
vandalism. The poet lies buried in the family vault 
underneath the parish church, beside his mother 
and his daughter Ada, Lady Lovelace. Above them 
is the simple tablet of marble which Lady Lovelace 
caused to be erected to her father’s memory, 
Saturday Review states that “by way of restoration, 
the churehisto be pulled down in great part, and 
rebuilt on a different plan, and in such a manner as 
to obliterate all memorials of Byron, and cause 
even the slab to tell a falsehood, as it will no longer 
be over the vault.”’ The Review says that the ob- 
ject of this vandalism is not very plain, but that as 
work has not yet been begun “‘it is just possible that 
a protest may have some effect.”’ 

Mrs. Hancock's ‘“‘Reminiscences of Winfield Scott 
Hancock” are passing through the press of Charles 
L. Webster & Co.—a house that has ‘“‘made a spe- 
cialty’’ of the publication of notable war books, 
such as ‘*Grant’s Memoirs’ and “McClellan's Own 
Story.”’ Itis announced, however, that this is not a 
war book. It treats by no means exclusively of the

sold by subscription only. 7 

The Polish writer Agathon Giller died recently at 
the age of fifty-six. He led an unusually stormy 
life. When barely eighteen years of age he became 
implicated in revolutionary agitations and was 
sentenced by the Russian government to banish- 
ment to Siberia, where he spent many years. At 
the outbreak of the Polish insurrection in 1863 he 
was a member of the national government at War- 
saw, and after the quelling of the insurrection he 
emigrated first to Saxony, then to Switzerland and 
France, finally settling in Lemberg (Austrian Po- 
land,) where he supported himself as a journalist. 
During the late Russo-Turkish war Giller was or- 
dered toleave Galicia, as he was suspected of agitat- 
ing in favor of a national rising. He again went to 
Switzerland and resided there until 188i, when he 
recived permission to return to Austria, provided he 
limited his stay to the city of Stranislaus, in Galicia. 
In that place he finally remained undisturbed until 
his death.

ARP ON FARMING. 


How Shifty Men Manage to Get 
Along, 


WHILE THE LAZY ONES FALL BEHIND. 


Belongs to the Second Class—Hard 
Work Necessary. 


The interstate convention was a success. 
Our leading farmers will keep pegging away 
until they find out what is the matter with 
farming, and then maybe we will change our 
methods and get along better. I am glad the 
eonvention found out what was not the matter. 
That is a good way to narrow down the inves- 
tigation. It is now settled that it is not the 
tariff that depresses farming—but Kentucky 
mules and western meat aud northern specu- 
lators have agood deal to do with it. 

But the greatest embarrassment oyer our up- 
country farming is a disinclination to work. 
Our farmers will plow and hoe pretty well 
when they get atit, but Joe Bradley told me 
thatifa man didn’t scratch his head in the 
field by sunrise he wouldn’t succeed at farm- 
ing. I have watched Joe ten years and he isa 
success. Hef never went to town except on 
business, and he attended to his business 
and returned home with alacrity and 
went to work. Some of his nabors 
would lose nearly the whole day when they 
went totown. Joe saves the scrappings of his 
barn yard and the fence corners and has heaps 
of compost. He raises hisown meat and has 
some tosell. He buys calves in the neighbor- 
hood and pastures them until they grow big 
and fat. Heoils his harness and keeps his 
wagon greased, and whena rainy day comes, 
he goes to his workshop and fixes up the plows 
and hoes andaxes. Joe loves to work and is 
always at it, and so of courso he is accumu- 
lating. But a good many of our 
farmers have almost quit attending 
to little things. It is so handy to 
buy meat that he won’t raise hogs. It is so 
handy to buy fertilizers that he never scrapes 
the barnyard but lets it all wash away. He 
will give fifteen cents for an ax handle rather 
than make one. If a man comes along the 
road he willtalk to him half an hour. He 
will hunt squirrels and go fishing, or attend 
justices court when his crop is on the grass and 
so of course he is always behind. He has to 
rent poor land because he _ aint 
‘fitten’ to tend any other kind. 
So after all it is more in the farmer than the 
farm. I don’t know that there is such a great 
difference between farming and other occupa- 
tions. The farmers say they don’t have a fair 
showing with merchants and manufacturers 
and lawyers and doctors, but I don’t know any 
class who are so independent as farmers of the 
Joe Bradley type. He has everything to make 
his family comfortable and he made it on the 
farm and stillmakesit. His family help him 
to make it. They all work and when he hires 
a darkey the darkey works. He makes him 
work. He is ashamed wot to work for every- 
body and everything on the place is alive and 
kicking. Joe will draw a bucket of water in 
halfthe time he used to. I believe that as 
many farmers succeed as merchants or manu- 
facturers—in proportion totheir numbers. The 
Statistics prove that fifty merchants out of a 
hundred fail. Thirty more just squeeze along 
and make it a support. Ten more getahead 
and accumulate slowly and the other ten get 
rich. 

It is about the same way with manufacturers. 
As for lawyers and doctors nobody knows until 
they are dead whether they are ahead or be- 
hind. Butthe average farmer don’t break. 
He can't break. He can’t even suspend. If 
the merchant who runs him can’t get his ad- 
vances he must run him again, and be hopeful 
of a better crop the next year. The farmer is 
too apt to compare his situation with the mer- 
chant’s apparent ease ‘and comfort, but he 
doesn’t know that the merchant has bank 
notes falling due every sixty days, and has to 
lap over and shindig around to keep up. He 
doesn’t know the strain there is to keep his 
family along with the upper crust. It won’t 
do to pick out the exceptional cases like the 
Nobles or Keely or Kiser or John Ryan, for 
those men would have made money raising 
cow peas in Sahara, or driving terrapins to the 
coast at halfa mileaday. Why shouldn’t the 
farmers be doing as well as they used 
to do ten years ago. Cotton is a little 
lower, but it costs less to make it. Corn 
is never less than fifty cents a bushel, and that 
is fifty per cent higher than itis up north. 
Last year the Augusta Chronicle sent out cir- 
culars asking the most reliable farmers what 
cotton cost to grow it. The replies were publish- 
ed and were very interesting and very satisfac- 
tory. They were carefully made up from their 
actual experience, and the result was an aver- 
age cost of six andahalf centsa pound. So 
that gives a profit of ten dollars a bale with 
hired labor, but when a man with half a dozen 
children to help him, does his ewn work and 
raises his own supplies, his cotton money is 
nearly all clear profit and can be added to his 
capital stock. 

"here are three classes of farmers: Those 
who own the land and cultivate it with home 
or hired labor; those who are landlords 
only and rent their land to ten- 
ams, and those who are tenants only. 

Mr. Munford and C. M. Jones and Captain 
Lyon and Mr. Davis and Joe Bradley and Ma- 

jor Wooley and Mr. Milam are fair samples of 
the first-class, and they are all prosperous. 
They trade and traffic some outside of the farm 
but the farm is the mudsill, the foundation of 
their prosperity. Their farms are not for sale. 
On the contrary they buy more land, and I ex- 
yect would like to own all that joins them. 

[en of their class are not complaining of de- 
ression. | They are not as rich as they want to 
9, but their neighbors don’t complain about 
that. 

I have the honor to belong to the second- 
class. Since my boys have quit me for more 
ambitious things, I rent out my land and have 
only a general supervision. The farm cost me 
six thousand dollars. My rents average four. 
hundred dollars, which is about six 
per cent after pay Tig taxes. Besides this 
we have a comfortable home and plenty 
of cheap fuel, which may be put down at an- 
other hundred, and there are the fruits and 
vegetables and potatoes and chickens and 
ducks and spring lamb and fall mutton and a 
fat pig now and then for a barbecue, and there 
is latitude and longitude and springs and 
branches and a creek to fish in and a mountain 
to hunt on and wild fruits and wild flowers all 
around, and all these ought to be put down at 
another hundred, and this makes up altogether 
about ten per cent on the investment, which 
isas good as Georgia railroad stock, and less 
liable to change and the accidents of com- 
merce. We have no conflict with labor, no 
perils of fire or thieves or robbers or defalca- 
tors. Even Genera] Sherman failed to destroy 
it, and where he dug his trenches is better 
land than ever. I wish I had control of him 
and his diggers for about a month—I would 
have my whole farm subsoiled three feet deep. 

The third class are the tenants, 
the humble yoeimanry of the land—the toilers 
and sweaters who are not working to get rich, 
but to make a living. They have no ambition 
for fame or fortune and are contented with 
their lot. Their fathers left them but little 
beside a good example of Industry and honesty 
and patriotism and they will do the same by 
theirchildren. They are generally good law- 
abiding citizens. When the overseer of the 
road warns them to come and work the high- 
way they shoulder a shovel and go and have a 
good “time joking and laughing and playing 
marbles and swapping the naborhood news. 
When the sheriff summons them to serve on 
the jury they take it afoot to town, and like 
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J. W. CLAYTON.

They still believe that botts kill horses 
and that a weak-eyed nag ought to be cut for 
the hooks. They are rough and strong and 
self-reliant. They never surrender to misfor- 
tune, but dare to love their country and hate 
the niggers and live poor. These men make 
no complaint about depression, but take life 
as it-comes and are ready for the next war. 

Too many things are charged up to the farm 
that don’t belong there. My farm does not 
support my family, but itis not the fault of 
the farm. One of my boys made a thousand 
dollars clear money on it in one year, and it 
was a poor year, but we spent it for him, and 
so he got discouraged and quit. A diligent 
managing young man withno dependents can 
take that farm and clear fifteen hundred 
dollars on it raising grain and 
hay and cattle and hogs. When 
an aspiring country family is trying to keep 
up with town ways, and social customs and 
falls behind in money and credit, the defalca- 
tion should not be charged up to the farm. 
One of my nabors kept a team on the road to 
town every day and he wore out his buggies 
and harness every year, and it took half the 
farm made to keep up the team and the re- 
pairs, and pay the driver. One summer he 
had lots of company and when they began to 
come there were three or four hundred chick- 
ens in the backyard, but before the company 
left he was buying about twenty a day. But 
he is a shifty man, and manages to get along. 
A man can’t run a free hotel, and a free livery 
stable on a hundred acre farm and save any 
money. Hecouldn’t do it in the good old 
days when niggers was—and he can’t do it 
now, but I know a man who tries to.

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A House of Refuge Erected in 
‘the Heart of the Wilderness. 
BY MONTGOMERY M. FOLSOM. 

For The Constitution. 

The need for a post of defense on the frontier 
Of the newly acquired territory had long been 
felt, and it was President Thomas Jefferson 
who assisted in the establishment of a trading 
post in the old Ocmulgee fields as early as 1902. 
To Colonel Benjamin Hawkins belougs the 
honor of selecting the site for the post. 

The selection was a wise one. The hill is 
the highest in the vicinity. It it a foot 


and a half higher than the reservoir 
hill beyond the river. At its base 


there were many springs of pure water, and the 
valle& all around bore evidence of the fertility 
of the soil in the luxuriance of the natural 
growth that covered them. 

The hill and a)l its sides was cleared of the 
forest growth, except a few spreadingoaks that 
were left inside the stockade for the benefit of 
the soldiers. Of these but one solitary oak of 
great age, remains on the sum mit of the his- 
toric hill. 

The stockade was formed of hewn timbers 
fourteen feet long, sunk four feet in the red 
clay and rising ten feet above the surface with 
post holes in each alternate post. At the south- 
eastern and northwestern angles were two 
block houses, with foundations of stone, the 
second siory of wood, projecting beyond the 
wall of the basement, so that-in case of sudden 
assault the defenders might fire from the upper 
story directly down on the heads of the savage 
foe. 

The southeastern fort commanded the ap- 
proaches from the south and east overlooking 
the hilislopes, and the great plain of the Oc- 
miigee fields. The other commanded a 
sweeping view of the country toward the 
north and west, among the hills and valleys 
that marked the breaking away of the hill 
country. 

Inside the stockade, which comprised four- 
teen acres, and conyenient to the soldier's 
quarters, a well was sunk to a depth of 
one hundred feet, tapping the pure current of 
these hidden mountain springs, and affording 
a bountiful supply of water. The well was 
curbed from bottom to top with rock, and 
although it has long been unused, it is today, 
the finest well of water in or about Macon. 
Eighty years has not affected it in the least, 
and the water stands today at the same mark 
it stood when those who dug it completed their 
labors. : 

Ali that is left of the old fort now is the 
fragmentary outlines of the old wal! and the 
rough gray granite foundations of the two 
block houses. Only the faintest outlines of 

the block house at the northwestern angle re- 
main, but the foundations of the one in the 
southwestern corner are clear and well de- 
fined. 

This old fort wasa place of great importance, 
but its great strength and unapproachable sit- 
uation kept the Indians at bay, and they con- 
tented themselves in skirmishing around just 
out of reach of the big guns of the fort. 

Finally it was found necessary to construct a 
line of fortifications from the blockhouses 
in either direction toward the river. Earth- 
works were built from the northwestern block- 
house across to the river along the crest of the 
ridge, and another line was run from the south- 
eastern angle to the high mound on the edge of 
the Ocmulzgee fields. On this mound a smal 
cannon was placed, and thus the Indians 
were kept ciearout of reach of the main fort, 
where the factory and the trading post were 
erected, 

Crossing the river under the cover of the 

_hills the Indians onee made a fierce attack on 
the southwestern side of the fort. They were 
mét with a determined resistance by the troops, 
and a bloody battle ensued. Taking advant- 
age of their breastworks, the sol@jers drove the 
Indians from one point of defense to another 
until they were forced into the river near the 
base of what is now Kose hill, and the assau!t- 
ing party disappeared to return no more. 

This was the last band of hostile Indians 
that ever crossed the riverin the vicinity of 
Fort Hawkins, and the victory was followed 
by several yearsof uninterrupted peace. 

Jonathan Halstead was agent at the factory, 
and during the four years, beginning Septem- 
ber, 30, 1807, and ending September 30, 1811, 
the amount of business amounted to $22,317.38, 
according to the report of William Eustis, sec- 
retary of war, to Henry Clay, speaker of the 
house of representatives. Fort Hawkins is de- 
scribed as being remote from the white settle- 
ments, and is designated as ‘Factory No. 1.” 
There were twelve other such establishments 
in the United States. 

The unsettled condition of European affairs 
occasioned by the wars of the great 
Napoleon, affected this out-of-the- 
world community in a peculiar manner. 
It affected the price of deer skins to a degree 
that rendered Indian trading unprofitable, as 
the principal market for these products was on 
the continent of Europe, the home supply be- 
ing iargely in excess of the demand, 

Although the fine country along the valley 
of the Ocmulgee was now the property of the 
whites, and despite the fact that these lands 
were protected by the formidable flint locks of 
the garrison of Fort Hawkins, the pioneers 
rame not to clear away the forests and cut 
down the canebrakes. It was long ere they 
volunteered Lo pasture their flocks and herds 
on the banks of these clear-water creeks, and 
two decades passed ere the first log cabin home 
was built outside the walls of Fort Hawkins. 

Meanwhile the war of 1812 burst upon the 
young republic and the rusty swords of the 
revolution were sharpened Rnew, and the men 
of war shouldered their muskets and prepared 
to avenge the insults to their own American 

le. 

- Fort Hawkins was a general rendezvous for 
the troops that took pam in the operations in 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama. Camp Hope, 
now Cross Ktys, was the camping ground of 
large bodies of troops. It is two miles from 
Fort Hawkins on the old Federal road. Here 
Generals Floyd, Blackshear, Wimberly and 
even “Old Hickory’’ himself, struck camp at 
different times. 

Colonel Benjamin Hawkins was located at 
the Oreek agency on Flint river, and kept up 
a constant communication with the command- 
ant at Fort Hawkins. At the beginning of the 
war Captain Philip Cook was placed in com- 
mand of the fort, which was garrisoned by a 
partof the Fighth regiment of the regular 
army and a detachment of light dragoons.

Out of all that 7¢1 men composing the regi- 
ment, there are but few who hive to draw their 
pensions. Old man James Layfield, of Harde- 
man, Ga., who died a few weeks ago, claimed 
to be 110 years old, and was a 
soldier stationed at Fort Hawkins dur- 
ing that war. The yenerable father 
of Captain Lee Perkins, of Bolingbroke was 
one of the Fort Hawkins garrison in the same 
war, and is still alive and in the full possession 
of all his faculties. 

Among the interesting documents kindly 
loaned me by Mr. Emory Winship, a grandson 
of Major Phil Cook, is an old army register 
issued from the adjutant and inspector gener- 
al's office at Washington, August 16, 1815. It 
consists of one hundred printed pages, and on 
the fly leaf are written the following names: 
“James Wilde, paymaster of the 5th infantry ; 
Dr. Ballard, hospital sugeon's mate, Fort Haw- 
kins, Ocmulgee Old Fields; Peter McQueen, 
commanding the hostile Creeks.”’ 

In the register of the Eighth regiment the 
names, rank and staff appointments or brevets 
of the various oflicers are given. 

Colonel, Patrick Jack, prometed aid-de- 
canip. 

Lientenant-Colonel, Lawrence Manning,pro- 
moted to colonel. 

Majors, William Cumming, wonnded, Philip 
Cook, commissioned August 15, 1813. 

Captains, David E. Twiggs, Robert Cunning- 
ham resigned, William Chisholm, Felix b. 
Warley, William Jones, Thomas W. Farrar, 
William McQueen, Matthew I. Keith, Charles 
Crawford, Hughes Waltonfresigned. 

Then follows a list of the lieutenants, en- 
signs and surgeons, names among them sound- 
ing very familiar to Georgians of today. 

‘here were stirring times in those days, and 
one fails to realize, after three-quarters of a 
century. to what straits our ancestors were 
often reduced. But there is a charm attatched 
to these old documents that is captivating in 
the extreme. Orders were written in a simple, 
terse and pointed style that precluded the 
possibility of a mistake as to their meaning. © 

Here are some samples from the Winship 
collection : 

Camp tHoper, October 12, 1813.—Sir: A few 
days past, John Wright,an Indian country- 
man, Was committed to the guardhouse at this 
post, on suspicion of being aspy. For his safe 
keeping. until a fair investigation of facts can 
be had, I have to request of vou the favor of 
his being kept in the guardhouse at Fort Haw- 
kins. With respect, yours most obediently, 

CAPTAIN PHILIP COOK, 
Fort Hawkins. 
JOHN Fioyp, 
Brig. Gen. Com’d’g.”’ 

Creek AGENCY, 7th Noy., 10 p. m., 1814.— 
There are two or three parties gone towards 
the’frontier for mischief. The number seen by 
Carr's Ned and since by a Uchee was twenty- 
eight. Ned knew several of them from Au- 
tassee, Haithlensan!le, Tuttahassee and Hich- 
atee and two Uchees. The strength of the 
other parties not known. They all had ropes 
and were painted one side ofthe face black 
and the other side red. The “first party was 
trailed by some Uchees near to Hartford 
where they turned up the river. The other is 
supposed to have gone down the river. The 
party trailing having po ammunition returned 
and reported. ‘Thirty-nine Uchees are enroll- 
ed upto this day. Ishall send them a supply 
of arnmunition tomorrow and orders to waylay 
the hostile trails to make battle when they 
ean and report the state of things when they 
eannot. The mounted men should be particular 
to apprehend or fire on every soldier below the 
fort (Hiawkins) of the description above, or in- 
deed or anything seen on the frontier threat- 
ened. It. may be of advantage to our scouts to 
know they are in detachments. We cannot 
do much from this quarter/as yet, we have 
neither mounted men or infantry to co-operate 
with our Uchees under Captain Barnard. I 
shall send an express tomorrow to furnish us 
the detachment at Fort Perry and replace 
them with Indians. I am, with sincere re- 
regards, ete. SENJAMIN HAWKINS. 

To Major Cook, Fort Hawkins, by Richard’s 
Expre SS. 

CREEK AGENCY, 8th November.—Major 
Cook: I have received yours of this date. My 
other by Richard gives you all I know on 
the subject of it. 1 sent 300 cartridges and 
3 muskets to Captain Barnard’ with 
instructions how to act. Ihave today received 
eertain information that the Miccosookece In- 
dians are hostile, and moving toward our fron- 
tiers. Thisisthe capito] of the friendlies. 
The governor says be will certainly have 500 
mounted men. lreport daily returns of the 
number of enrolled Indians. I shall drawa 
line. There shall be no neutrals. Each one 
may take his choice, and at the work of death 
we go. Nothing but the discharge of the 
British officers shall stop. I have ordered ten 
runners to this post and if you need any In- 
dians, 10, 20 or 50, as scouts, and two more 
runners, cansendthem. With regards,&c.
